Their Dangers, and Cares, and 
Deliverances are Gurs; and We live and 
dic 1 in them. In order therefore to excite 
in You'that hear me, the Affections proper 
for our preſent Circumſtances; I thought 
the Paſſage juſt now read, might not be 
unſeaſonable: in regard it very naturally 
ſuggeſts to our minds, theſe allowing

Of theſe briefly, i in their Order. 

I. The firſt thing I obſerve from hence, 
is, What Uſe God intends we ſhould make 
of great and long Calamities, *Tis that, 
when we have the Sentence of Death in 
our ſelves, that is, when matters are 
driven to ſuch an extremity, as leaves na 
longer hope from humane and ordinary 
ſuccours; we ſhould not even then give 
up all for loſt, but truſt ſtill in God * 

. raiſerb the Dead, Ver. 9. 

Whatever thoſe Preſſures of the Apoſtle 
were, to which this Paſſage refers; the 
Grievouſneſs of them needs no other 
Proof; than that they here are ſtyled a 
great Death; and that his reſcue out of 

them is compared to that nobleſt inſtance 
of Almighty Power, by which God raiſeth 
the Dead. And ſuch ſarprizing Events , 
it ſeems evident, are ſometimes neceſſary 
to

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to deget in us juſt notions of God, and of 
our ſelves. 

While things glide on in a ſmooth and

ape our very notice : For there is, in

of Eaſe and Health, The daily returns o*

ſand other moſt valuable Mercies, are in 
a manner loſt upon the World, becauſe 
long Familiarity hath N chem into 
Contempt. 

But, if it pleaſe God, in judgment, to 
inflict ſharp Pains or a lingring Sickneſs 
if he make (as the Scripture terms it) ur 
Heaven over us Iron, and our Earth 2 4 
If he ſmite our Fields with Blaſting , or 

yſon our Air with Peſtilence; We ſoon 
ek the Loſs of that which was held 
ſo cheap before; and learn the Worth of 
our Bleſſings, by the Want of tHem. 

Thus a mixture of Good and Evil i is an 
Advantage to humane Life ; Becauſe in 
truth we need ſome och Variety; if It

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were only to heighten our Reliſh, and to 
recommend our En} joyments the more ef · 
tecually too - 6! >," | og 
But, when to chis Wwe add the Jed 
ful Conleg uences of the Sin of Ingrati- 
tude ; yo ; rage Freya the 
Author and Director of all theſe Events 
to us: Religion will ſoon teach us, 
that it is an Act of Kindneſs and Mercy in 
God, to refreſh and awaken our Memo» 
ries; and make us wile, though at our 
own Expence. And this is never done 
to better 8 than by ſuch Dangers 
and Calamities, as plainly prove an over- 
ruling Providence, by baffling the Wiſ⸗ 
dom, and chaſtiſing the Vanity of ſelf-con- 
ceited Men; when they illuſtrate the 
Glory of God with ſuch Evidence , 
that they cannot but perceive and canteſs 
the Deliverance out of them 10 be bis 
Work,”

But, fince God 
hath made ſome Diſcovery of his Ways 
and the Reaſons of them; it were a 
Fault, not to follow him, with all due 
Modeſty, ſo far as his own Revelations 
will conduct us, | 


I. Now many Inſtances in Scripture 
teach us, that men do not only provoke, 
but prolong, their own Miſeries. God 
Ch. xlviii. tells his people, by the Prophet Iſaiab, 
that he had refined and choſen them, in the 
Furnace of Aftiftion. When this is the 
Caſe, the purging off our Droſs will de- 
termine the time of our Stay in that Fire. 
The Phyſick of Sufferings muſt be ſuited 
to each Patient's Conſtitution : For, though 
ſudden and acute Diſeaſes may be check'd 
by a few ſtrong Remedies yet a tainted 
Blood and inveterate ill Humours require 
e Whole Maſs to be changed by a, 


Courſe. From whence it follows, hn | 


fo much as men under Correction, contri- 
* PI = 


— 
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bute to their own Amendment; ſo much 
they quicken the kind Methods of Provi- 
dence toward them. 

But, of all the Sins that retard our 
Bleſſings, none ſeem to have a more ma- 
lignant Influence, than Impatience and 
Ingratitude. This we find Iſrae! often 
uphraided with ; who ſoon forgot what 
had been done in Eg ypt, and at the Red 
Sea; and upon every peeviſh Diſguſt, 
were ready to fly in the face of God, and 
of the Governour whom he had made the 
Inſtrument of their Happineſs. Let me 
leave their Sin and Puniſhment with you 
in St. Paul's Words, and let us look well 
to it, that the like never be our Caſe. 
Theſe Men (ſays he) were Our Enſamples, | Cor. x. 
and thoſe things are written for Our Admo- 
nition, to the intent wwe ſhould not rempt 
God, as They alſo tempted. Neither mur- 
mur Te, as ſome of Them alſo murmured, 
and were deſtroyed of the Deſiroyer. 

II. Again, The Nature of that Depen- 
dence God requires from us, is ſuch, as 
muſt ſurmount the Difcouragement of De- 
lays, and not be weary of waiting his 
good Leiſure, It was Abrabam's Com- 
mendation, that he ſtagger'd not at the 
moſt diſtant and unlikely Promiſes ; and 
the Apoſtle e afflicted Chriſtians, 2 rim: ui.

to Soldiers and Huſbandmen, whoſe Har- 
veſts and Triumphs cannot be come at, 
without much Labour, and Toil , and 
Blood. But, if our Tryals work Pati- 
ence, and Patience have her perfect Work, 
our very Troubles and Tenptations, 
another Apoſtle aſſures us, will at laſt be 
matter of Profit and Joy to us. 

III. But there is yet Another thing, fit 
to be attended to, under this Head. 
Which is, That God generally works by 
ordinary Means, and gives Succeſs in 
proportion to thoſe Means. So that here 
his Providence is principally obſervable, 
in fuggeſting noble Enterpriſes; making 
important Diſcoveries, furniſhing happy 
Opportunities, and profpering Mens own 
Endeavours in the Uſe of them. This is 
the uſual Condition of Publick and Natt- 
onal Concerns ;, Of a People that have 
ſubtile and potent Enemies to deal with; 
And in general, of all Events, wherein 
the ſettled Courſe of Cauſes and Effects is 


kept · to. There are indeed ſome Seaſons, 


for the Almighty Arm to exert it ſelf in 
miraculous Interpofitions ;; but We, who 
Have no Warrant to depend upon ſuch, 
muſt tarry for a Bleſſing upon common 
Methods, be well pleaſed that our For- 
tunes are depoſited in ſo ſafe a * 
an 
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and, after St. Pauls Example, truſt on 
fill. The Oround of which Truſt is 
I. Third General Head: And this 
appears from the Text to have been 
twofold. _ 
1. The Experience of God's great 
Goodneſs to him heretofore : And, 

2. The Interceflions of his Fellow- 
Chriſtians. | 

1. We ſee how St. Paul is animated by 
the former Inſtances of God's Goodneſs 
to him, from thoſe Wards, Who delive- 
red us from ſo great a Death, and doth 
deliver, in whom we truſt, that he will 
yer deliver us. Among Men, 'tis true, 
Favours already beſtowed are look'd upon 
commonly, as a Diſcharge to any farther 
Expectations. The Narrownefs of our 
Souls in part, and, in part, the Inſuffici- 
ency of our Condition, forbid a perpetu- 
al Succeſſion of Kindneſſes to the ſame 
Perfons ; and render it neceſſary for 
Them, who cannot ſupply All that need, 
to ſcatter. Benefits among fo many the 
more, by diſtributing ſparingly to Each 
in particular. But 1t 1s far otherwiſe 
with that Heavenly Benefactor, whoſe 
Power is infinite; and whoſe Goodneſs no 
more knows any Bounds, than his

He ſees the Wants of all his Servants, 
without Diſtraction or Perplexity ; and 
relieves them all without Difficulty, and 
iues liberally without upbraiding. From 
1 One Mercy received is a ſure Pledge - 
of a Second, of Many, of Greater, of 
Better to follow ; Provided always, we 
be careful not to obſtru& the Courſe of 
that Bounty, which 1s ever overflowing, 
ever diffuſing it ſelf, out of a Source that 
cannot be exhauſted, and a Diſpoſition 
that cannot be weary of doing Good. 
2. And yet to this we find another 
95 6 of Truſt ef in that . 
Tou alſo helping together by Prayer for us. 
What could — a 3 5 Sub- 
ject for the Interceſſions of the Church, 
than the Preſervation of an Apoſtle , 
ſo eminently zealous and uſeful ? In pro- 
portion, We alſo may reaſonably conclude, 
that, when Bleſſings of great and general 
Importance, to the honour of God, the 
Advancement of his Truth, and the Pub- 
lick Good, are the matter of our Devo-* 
tion; When the Solemnity of thoſe De- 
votions, the Numbers, the Importunity, 
and the Piety of thoſe who offer them, 
happily meet together ; Theſe will have 
no Denyal, 2 even Jvuounav + Occy,

f The to expreſs my ſelf after the manner of 

Men) as it were, weary him at laſt into a 
Complyance. If theſe Phraſes carry a 
Sound, ſomewhat harſh and bold; let it | 
ſerve for my excuſe, that the beſt Fa- | 
thers of the Church have thought their 
Hardineſs in uſing them abundantly 
warranted , by that eminent Parable of 
the importimate Widow , wherein our Luk. xvii 
Bleſſed Saviour at once recommends the 
Perſeverance, and ſets forth the irreſiſta- 
ble Prevalence, of our Prayers. . 

So conſiderable (and yet I doubt too 
little confidered) is the Aſſiſtance, which 
Good Men contribute, by bearing a 
part, neither the leaſt, nor the leaſt 
ſucceſsful, of thoſe Difficulties, wherein 
their Friends, or the Publick, are invol- 
ved. Let us obſerve now, Laſtly, 

IV. The Return proper to be made, 
when Succeſſes of this kind are obtained: 
which is eaſie to be learnt, from that laſt 
Clauſe of my Text, that for the Gift 
beſtowed upon us by the Means of many 
Perſons Thanks may be given by many on 
our Behalf; v. 11. The Deſign of Which 
Paſlage is, certainly, to inſtruct us; that, 
as oft as Affairs or Perſons of a general 
Concern, have been (as they always 

N ought 
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ought to be) recommended to the pecu- 
liar Care and Mercy of God: the Thanks 
for a favourable Anſwer to ſuch Prayers 
ſhould not fail to be lh publick and 
ſolemn. The Neceſſity, the Equity, 
ard the Degency of which Duty, 1 
ſhould eſteem my ſelf obliged to explain; 
Were I not perſuaded, that You are here 
aſſembled in ſo juſt a Senſe of theſe Par- 
ticulars, as renders ſuch Enlargement 
upon them needleſs. I therefore chooſe 
rather to draw towards a Concluſion, 
with ſome Reflections from the forego- 
ing Heads ; which may bring the Sub- 
ſtance of them cloſer to our own Condi- 
tion, and to the happy Occaſions of this 
Day's Solemnity. 

I. The Firſt could ſcarce be allowed a 
Place in this Application, were it, in the 
Nature of the thing, poſſible, for 4 te- 
diaus and bloody War, not to be attended 
with miſerable Calamnties, But fo it 


needs muſt be, to all, who are engaged 


in it. For, how inevitably is every 
ſuch People expoſed, to Inſults and Out- 
rages, to perpetual Fears and Alarms, to 
inſufferable Depredations and Difficulties 
in Trade, to the often repeated Hazards 


of Battle, to the variable Condition of 
Alliances Abroad, toStratagem, and * 
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hood, and deluſive Overtures of Friend- 
ſhip, meant (like Foab's Kiſs to Amaſa ) 
only to gain an Opportunity of ſtriking 
home and ſure: Ina Word, to render 
the Hoſtility more ſucceſsful, more faral 
to them, who put themſelves off their 
Guard, and are weak enough to. be ſur- 
prized by ſuch Pretences. 

Theſe are but ſome of the Miſeries 
that a long War imports from afar ; But 
there are Others of the Growth of the 
Country, which ſadly enflame the Rec- 
koning at Home. The lamentable Effu- 
ſion of the Blood of our Brethren and 
Fellow-Subjets, The Numbers of Wi- 
dows and Orphans, the Diſcouragement 
and Decay of Commerce, cauſed by it, 
entail Grief and Poverty upon Private 
Families : And the Publick ſuffers ma- 
ny ways to a very great Degree. But 
why ſhould I enter now upon an unſea- 
ſonable mention of Theſe? Let Us of 
this Nation rather bleſs and magnify the 
good Providence of Almighty God, and 
under Him the Vigilance, and Wiſdom, 
and Temper of our Governours, which 
have. preſerved us from ſo many of the 
dire Effects of a long War; that, Thoſe 
excepted, which are in a manner una- 


veidable, We learn 8 Reſt to be the 


Conſe- 
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Conſequences of it, rather by Hiſtory 
than Experience ; and Several of Them, 
much more from our Enemies Sufferings 
than our Own! | 

II. But, in regard the Duration of 
ſuch Evils was, under my Second Head, 
proved, in ſome Meaſure, to depend up- 
on the Sufferers themſelves; Let it, 1 
beſeech you, be every one's Care, to do 
His part in ſhortening the Remainder of 
Ours, And, to make the Triumphs of 
this Feſtival truly glorious, and the De- 
votions of it truly pious and acceptable, 
let us, with our Praiſe, offer up our Re- 
pentance too. And O! chat our Luxu- 
ry and Profuſion, our Debauchery and 
Irreligion, our Neglect of God's Wor- 
ſhip, and Profanations of his Name 
and Word, may from this Inſtant ceaſe 
to ſeparate between us and that Mercy, 
which theſe Provocations cannot but ob- 
ſtruct and ſuſpend! May thoſe Divi- 
ſions and Anirlofities too, thoſe unreaſo- 
nable Partialities, and that bitter Zeal, 
which cannot but weaken any Common 
Intereſt, no longer give our Common 
Foe the Satisfaction of ſeeing us turn 
our Artillery upon Each Other "x 
Satisfaction, even That: For, as 
have hitherto, So, I make no doubt, 

We 
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we always ſhall convince him to his 
Coſt, that the moſt Oppoſite, in other 
Regards, are all inſeparably united a- 
gainſt Him: But ſtil a Satisfaction, 
which every true Britain is concerned to 
take away the very Appearance and Co- 
lour of encouraging; by contributing his 
utmoſt to render our Feruſalem a City at 
perfect Unity in itſelf. 

III. How firm, and full of Aſſurance 
might (upon theſe Terms) be that 
Truſt in God, which he hath allowed 
us to 1mitate St. Paul in, upon thoſe ve- 
ry Grounds, which compoſed my Third 
Particular ? 

The time will not ſuffer me to ſay, 
how many Inſtances of former Bleſſings 
will bear out our ExpeRations of more 
and greater. Not at preſent to inſiſt 
upon That ſo lately commemorated, but 
never to be forgotten Deliverance , 
wrought by our late Prince of immor- 
tal Memory, which Jaid the Foundation 
of our many ſubſequent Mercies : What 
an amazing Succeſſion of Victories hath 
adorned this moſt Auſpicious Reign , 
than which none ever gave a People 
more reaſon to wiſh, that it were poſli- 
ble for-it not to end, but with the 


World irfelf 2 They, who compare an-

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ll | tient and modern France, will I think, 
| | be obliged to allow, That, though our 
Arms have not yet penetrated ſo far in- 
to the Enemies Country, as at ſome 
times heretofore; yet the Britiſh Valour 
hath ii no Age more nobly diſtinguifh'd 
itſelf; nor was at any time a firmer 
1 Support to Our Friends, or a juſter Ter- 
rour to all that encounter'd it. And, 
can we recolle& thoſe memorable Days, 
| that will tranſmit to all Poſterity the 
[| matchleſs Renown of our victorious Ge- 
[| nerals? The Laurels gathered at Blen- 
heim, and Ramellies, Oudenard and Bla- 
regnies © Can we ſee ſo many boaſted 
Fortifications won, ſo great a part of 
the Spoils and Armour, in which the 
ſtrong Man truſted , wreſted out of his 
Hands? Can we this Day rejoyce, that 
the Diſaſters of Almanza, are not only 
retrieved , but amply revenged at A- 
»anira and Saragoſſa £ Can we, I lay, 
look back on theſe Events, and doubt the 
good W1ll of that Power, which dire- 
cted them to us? After ſo many Ex- 
periments of the Divine Bounty and Fa- 
vour, if the Meaſure of our Happineſs 
be not yet full; What ſo rational Ac- 
count can be given of that Delay, as the 
Want, not of Inclination on the Givet's 
R | 98 
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Part; Not any Want of Ability or Ap. - 
plication on the Part of his Inſtru- 
ments: But the too manifeſt Want of 
Qualifications on our own Part ; who, 

it ſeems, are not ripe for, and fitted to re- 
ceive it? 

However, for thoſe farther Acceſſions 
of Favour, We, with St. Paul, encou- 
rage our ſelves to hope, from thoſe Pray- 

ers, which have conſtantly attended our 
Forces to the Field, and as conſtantly 
brought them back with ſome juſt Ground 
of Thankſgiving. Thoſe Prayers had 
not been vain; though followed witli no 
other Effect, than That of preſerving our 
Country from being the Seat of War; 
Which is but another Name, for a Scene 
of Deſolation and Violence, Barbari 
and Blood. But God hath done . 
more in our Behalf; He hath covered 
the Heads of our Leaders in Battle: and 
raiſed up many Glories of their Age and 
Nation, of a Genius Superiour to all 
Danger and Difficulty. To one of theſe 
gallant Men ſo welcome, and indeed ſo 
ſurprizing, a part of this Solemnity is 
owing; That Silence to Day were inju- 
rious to his Merit. And yet I am appre- 
henfive, it will be thought, Another, in 
my Place, might with more Decency, en- 
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| large upon his Praiſe. I therefore reſtrain 


my ſelf, and paſs on to obſerve this far- 
ther Inſtance of our Heavenly Defender's 
Bounty ; That, while we were preparing 
to pay this Debt of Thanks, he hath 
been pleaſed to ſwell the Account, by 
Cloſing the Year with a freſh Advantage 
nearer Home. 4 
- Surely we cannot conſider theſe Events, 
as Chriſtians, without allowing the Pray- 
ers of the Church a part in them : Nor as 
good and grateful Subjects, without ac- 
knowledging our Obligations to that 
ſhining Ornament of it; whoſe Exem- 
plary Piety and Devotion prove, that 
neither the Splendour of any thing that is 
Great, nor the Conceit of any thing that 
is Gond in the Beſt and Higheſt of the Sons 
of Men, have tempted Her to neglect 
thoſe humble Proſtrations due at the 
"Throne of Grace, on which Her Great 
Original, the only Arbiter between con- 
tending. Princes, and the Giver of all 
Victory, fats. j: af 4 nt} +. 
Aud indeed a thorough Perſuaſion , 
that to Him the whole of our Succeſs is 
owing, is the ſingle Principle, that can ac- 
quit fuch Feſtivals as this, of Pompous 
Hypocriſie, and even mocking the Divine 
Ma jeſty: This is the only rational Induce- 
Ne! ment 
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ment to improve our paſt, and to invite 
future Favours, by bringing forth ſuch 
Fruits of Obedience, as an Holy God may 
delight to cultivate and bleſs. And aſſu- 
redly, Thoſe in the end will approve them- 
ſelves the beſt Patriots, no leſs than the 
beſt Chriſtians; Whoſe active Promotion 
of Piety and Vertue, Whoſe Juſtice and 
Charity to all Men, Whoſe Meekneſs of 
Temper, and peaceable Behaviour to the 
Ignorant, the Miſtaken, and the Otherwiſe 
minded; Whoſe affectionate Zeal for 
Her Majeſty's Honour and Service, and 
Whoſe Reſolution and Readineſs to unite 
in all Meaſures proper for ſupporting our 
common Cauſe, ſhall moſt eminently di- 
ſtinguith themſelves. 

But why do I fay our Cauſe, when, 
were all of us thus difpoſed, God would 
not fail to make it his Own ? We ſhould 
ſoon ſee that Queen the Glory and Um- 
pire of all Europe, who is already, ſo 
evidently, entire Miſtreſs of the Hearts 
of all her own People. Soon ſhould we 
find that Haughty Inſulter of Treaties, 
in very good earneſt , ſeek and court 
that Friendſhip, which he hath hitherto 
aſked, for mere Stratagem and Amuſe— 
ment: And the ſame benign Providence, 
which hath already wrought fo uy 
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Works in us, Would ordain for us, that 
Peace, for which we have fought and 
prayed ſo earneſtly, and we hope are 
now advancing nearer up to. A Peace, 
that may be ſafe, advantageous, and ho- 
nourable ; a Security to Us, our Allies, 
and our Poſterity; As durable as this 
World can adinit ; and both an Emblem 
and an Introduction to that Peace in a 
better World, Which no Man taketh from 
Them, who, being delivered out of the 
Hands of their Enemies, Serve God in 
Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all the Days of 
their Life. 


Now to Father , Son, and Holy Ghoſt; 
three Perſons and one God, be all Ho- 

. nour and Glory, Adoration and Thankſ- 
giving , henceforth and for evermore.
